tion, translated from the German, by Grace
Wallnce, embraces the material of both German
eollections, to wit:—the collection of Dr. Lud-
wig Nobl, which forms (he tirst part of Lady
Wallace's work, and that of Dr. Ludwig Ritter,
which has been added to the book and within it
incorporated. The edition of these letters, pre-
pared by Lady Wallace, is accompanied with a
purtrait of Beethoyen, engiaven on steel, [rom
an original painting in the possession of Dr. T,
G. vou Karajan, which is valuable, becpnse new
to the publie, apd bocause accounted by virtuosi
t0 be the very hest likeness of Beethoven extant,

The translation i artistically done, exhibit-
ing few Teutonisms and fewer misapprehen-
sions of the sense of the original text,

Whatever muay have been the (aults
Becthoven—and they were many—like all men
of geniug, his nature wos one of heroic and
almost peophetic depth, and his mind one of
profeund creative fecundity, There was about
him a severity of antique dignity, the ethical
sentiment lorming the main element of that
which gave his mind s pecoliar bent: and
consequently hia letlers exhibil, in dress ofen
bhome-2pun and unesthetie; his profound intol-
tion of the true and ol the good, us well as of
the beautiful, and are full of hits at the follies
and meanuncsses of Wis age. Theore Is an undar
current of deep msthetie and ethieal energy
pervading these levtere—{ragmentary in form
a8 they are—which binds them together 1n one
indivisible unity, There is that proud bhaughti-
ness of self-conscionsness—we use the word in
its German sense—which erasps the soul with
strange magnotiem, Beethoven was the Milton
of musical ereation; and btweon his ereations
and those of Milton we may (or might, had we
space allotled) work out wonderfal sunlogical
resemblances,

Meantime, however, we have but space for
examples ol these leviers, by way of giving n
tiste of thele quaiity nod of the singular weird-
ness of inner sool-energy that there is withiu
them -

Motives of the Art=Life.

The tollowing excoipt is from Beethoven's
letter lo the directors of the Court Theatre,
dated at Vieans, December, 1807:—

70 THE DIRECTORS OF THE COURT THEATHIL.

Vrunna, December, 1807, —The undersigned
has cause to flatter himsell that, durivg the
period ot his siay at Vienoa, he has gained some
faver and approbation from the highest nobility,
a8 well as from the public at large, bis works
having mel with an honorsble recaption boih
in this ana other counires. Nevertheless, he
has had dificnltics o1 every kud to contend
againet, and has not nitherto been 8o lortunate
#% 1o acyuire . position that would enable hum
to live soiely for art, ana 1o develop his talents
to u still higher degree of periection, which
ought to be the sim ol every artist, thus ensur-

ing luture mdependence instead of mere casuul
profits,

The mere wish to gain alivelihood has never
been the leading cloass that s hitherto guided
the undersigned on his path.,  His great aim
has been coe nterest of art and 1the ennobling
of taste, while his genius, somiing Lo a higher
ideal and ercater periection, Irequently cow-
pelled him to sacridee his telents and profits to
the Musa, Btill, works of this kind won for
Rim areputation in disto, tands, securisg Wm
the most favorable freception” ln varions places
of distinction, and a position bedtting his
talents nnd sequiremoents,

Proposels to the Court Theatre,

The following excerpt, from the same letter,
ilustrates the cowmpensations awarded in his
duy to operatic creations:—

1. The undersigned undertakes and pledses
himseell to compose, ench year, at leust oue
grand opery, to be scieeted by the directors and
mimesell; in veturn for this he demands o fised
salary of two thougand four hundred florins a
year, and also a free benefit at tbe thud per-
jormance ol each such opera,

2. He also agrees to supply the directors
annually with a little operetta or n divertizse-
ment, with choruses or oceasionu! maate of the
Kind, us may be required, gratisy he feels conti-
deut thar, on the other hand, the dircetors will
®ot refuse. in return for these varioos labors, 1o
grant him a benefit concert, at all events, once
o year, in one of the theatres. Surely, the above
conditions cannot be thought exorbitant or un-
repsonuble when the expenditure ol time and
energy entuilea by the production of an opwua
